It'is in the traest sonse an - embodi- 
ment of the poley of the Open Door, 
and ail ‘nations may nvuil thamsslves of ita 
provisous if they choose. “America, despi‘o the 
rather hasty criticiems of her ‘Uariff Commis- 
sioner to Uhinn, Gouoral Sharett, .bas alroady 
resolved to conclude a similar Treaty with the 
Poking authorities.. We welcome the valuable 
achievement of Sir James Mackay, because it 
is @ fresh.sign that Great Britain is onco more 
taking her rightful place as tuo'leader in penco- 
ful diplomacy in the Far East; but she has 
neither sought for nor obtained any privilege 
to which sll other Powers are not welcome.

As 8 Shanghai correspondent appropristely 
says, the eighth Article, which provides for the 
abolition of lekin, is “the keystone of tha whole 
Troaty.” . Lekin is on oppressive institution 
which has for nearly balf a coatury prevented 
the normal expansion of foreign trade with the 
interior of China. It was originally devised 
by the acute mandurinate after the Troaty of 
Vientain had fixed the import dues chargeable 
upon forsign morchandiss, The Tripiog 
rebellion bad devastated the Middle Xingdot, 
.wnd the: provingi i] anthorities were warble to 
collect safficicus reveuay for earront parposes 
in areas left dysolute hy the rovels, Tha lekin 
barriers were accordingly orcated at intervals 
along the main trade ronte t> tho interior, 
and toll was takand of all m -rchandise at each 
4 barrier. . This entirely illogitimate ‘form of 
extortion was to sume extent recognised by 
Great Britain uuder the sulsequent Chefoo 
Convention; tho rates teviable at each lekin 
barrier wors Hmited, and ultimutely a system 
of transit passes wns introduosd, by which 
merchants at the treaty poris could compound 
for tho dutios loviedinland. In spite of these

nominated by the Powors. Chinese import 
dnties have hitherto been‘ at tho nominal rate 
of 5 per cent. ad valorem, though. in practice 
somowhbat less has been levied. Uuder the terms 
of the Protocol of 1901, the Tariff Commissioners 
have been framing o tariff which substitutes 
for the ad ealorem duties specific dutiea at 
roughly equivalent rates, lt is this Tariff, 
prestmably, which Reuter indicates as destined 
te como into foros next month, The surtax 
which replaces Zekin is to ba tho equivalent of one 
and a half times the import duty; hence, where 
the xew Tariff charges the full $ por cent. the 
total sum to be paid in import duty aud suctax 
will bo 124 por cont. ; while where tho now Tariff 
does not excead the present rate of about 44 
per cent. the total impost will not be more than 
10 or 2h per cont. Goode which bave paid 
import duty and surtax will bs exempt from all 
other taxution, oxamination, or delay. - If these 
provisions are strictly onforced, and no further 
exactions are pormitt«d in the interiur, the 
foreign trade can wall afford to pay the euhanosd- 
chargos at the port of antry. Leading China 
merchants havi frequently declared that -they. 
wonld willingly pay 15 per cout, if lekin could 
bo ‘effectively abolished. 

It remains to consider whother the Chinose 
Government have tha power, even if they have 
the will, to oa-ry out sach 8 sweeping reform 
as the suppression of lekin, ‘The commercial 
community of Shanghai have up till revently 
maintained an attitude of philosophic ia- 
credulity regarding Sir James Mncxay's pro- 
poxals, and we believe their views hays byea to 
some exteut shared by many Bombay exporters. 
We note, Lowover, that the Inteat nowspaperd 
(rom, ‘China coivey . tho impression’ that 
Shanghai is more opon to conviction than was 
originally the oaso.. Though the control of 
the Central Governmaat is wéak in many areas, 
the Vermilion Puucil of the Emperor still 
receives respect, ‘The Chinese, when they 
ses fit to do so, ‘sre williug to keep: to the 
terme of a bargain, and to punish subordinate 
official who brak it. Tho old stipniation 
limiting the sums chargeable at any one lekin 
barrier has, wo believe, boon honestly adhored 
to; thotgh it must be admitted that it was 
rendored largoly ineffective by.the subsequent: 
oreation of mauy now barriers, One fayourable 
clement in the situation is that-the Treaty 
was concluded, with. the assent of Poking, 
by ‘direct negotiation with two of the most 
powerful Viosroys in the centro of the region 
where lekin-barriers are most numerous. Oar 
own view is. that the Chinese Government aro 
honeatly desiron: of abolishing lekin, and that 
it will be pradent and wise to give them every 
opportunity o£ carrying ont their project, If 
it is found that obstacles are still placed in thy 
way of forcign merchandise, the whole; question 
can bo opened afresh; but though the Chinese 
authorities do not always deserve credit for good 
intentions, iu thin inetance theix ‘own interests 
so fur coincide with tho-e of foreign Powers that 
wo think it would be well totrast them, Their 
plan of lesying a “eonsainptive. tax" 
articles} of Chivese origin not intended for 
export, will make- good still further the loss 
to’ provinein! vevenuss; for it must ‘be 
remembered thst the Ickii-barrievs netted 
dues from native a3 walk o8 foreign merchan- 
aise. Bombay, which bas so close'an int rest 
in the trado with China, has no reason to 
complain of the action of the Chinese 
authorities in this connection, If the exsine 
duty hinders the dyvelopment of uative indos- 
tries in China, that is the concern of the
